Supervisor 
for NHS

Health Minister Deb 
Matthews will appoint a 
supervisor for the Niagara 
Health System (NHS), saying 
a lack of public confidence in 
the company that manages 
Niagara's hospitals made the 
move necessary. 

"I can't ignore the fact that 
a very large segment of the 
public has lost necessary 
confidence in this hospital's 
administration," Matthews 
said in a press release issued 
this week. 

The statement said 
Matthews notified the Niagara 
Health System of her intent to 
recommend a supervisor be 
appointed. 

It's a move the provincial 
government can take when it 
has concerns about the way 
hospitals are being managed. 

The unusual step means a 
supervisor will step in to 
oversee the NHS, but that 
supervisor will report directly 
to the Niagara Health 
System. 

"To make sure that NHS is 
on the right track, I think it's 
important that there is a lead¬ 
er within the hospital system 
who reports directly to me."

Town denied standing 
at Anzovino inquest

The coroner presiding over 
an inquest into the death of 
Reilly Anzovino has denied 
the Town of Fort Erie its 
request to have standing over 
the matter. 

On Boxing Day 2009, the 
18-year-old died in a motor 
vehicle accident on Hwy. 3 
near Nigh Road, very close to 
the border of Fort Erie and 
Port Colborne. She was 
transported to Welland 
County General Hospital, 
where she succumbed to her 
injuries from the collision. 

She was a passenger in her 
friend's car. 

Days later, an inquest was 
called for by local member of 
provincial of parliament Kim 
Craitor. 

The inquest is expected to 


investigate if closure of emer¬ 
gency rooms in Fort Erie and 
Port Colborne played a role 
in the tragedy. 

Jack Stanborough is the 
coroner who will handle the 
inquest. 

In a letter addressed to the 
Town of Fort Erie and 
approved in Monday night's 
council package, he wrote 
that there are "no issues 


He also said the munici¬ 
pality is "unlikely to be 
potentially subject to implic¬ 
it criticism or censure during 
the inquest" 

The Town will most likely 
be granted limited standing, 
which mayor Doug Martin 
said will allow the Fort Erie 
Fire Department to answer 
any questions asked of them. 

To have standing means 
authorization to cross-exam¬ 
ine all witnesses at the 
inquest. 

Martin said he knew it was 
a tall order and understands 


those who have been given 
this status at the inquest are 
the most important, like 
Reilly's parents Tim 
Anzovino and Denise 
Kennedy. 

"I think it's most important 
they will be there," said 
Martin. 

The family will be repre¬ 
sented by former mayor 
Wayne Redekop and current 
NDP candidate in the 
provincial election. 

"We'll do anything we can 
to help, but they will be well- 
represented by their legal 
counsel," said Martin.

THE BY-LAW APPLIES TO: 


Woodlands th; 


.0 hectare or more in size; 

• Woodlands having an area of less than 1.0 hectare in size in Grimsby; 
Niagara-on-the-Lake; Niagara Falls; and West Lincoln; 

• Heritage and Significant Community trees identified and designated by the 
Council of a local municipality. 

THE BY-LAW DOES NOT APPLY TO: 

• Landscaping or gardening involving trees that are not part of a woodland are 
not protected by this By-law; 

• Activities or matters undertaken for municipal purposes. 

A PERMIT IS NEEDED TO CUT TREES WHEN:

• There will be cutting of trees for non-commercial purposes (e.g. firewood) 
within a Sensitive Natural Area. Sensitive Natural Areas include areas within 
the Niagara Escarpment Plan: Natural Area and Environmental Protection 
Areas such as the Greenbelt, Provincially Significant Wetlands, and Areas of 
Natural and Scientific Interest (ANSI).

Does Town really need 
standing at inquest? 


There have hee a few comments 
on social networking sites about the 
recent decision that the Town of Fort 
Erie will not have standing at the 
Anzovino inquest. 

Some people are concerned that 
no members of council even made a 
peep when a communication item 
on die issue was approved at 
Monday's meeting and that is cer¬ 
tainly a fair argument.

It's more important that the fami¬ 
ly gets the answers they deserve 
over this tragedy, so let's hope they

At Monday's council 
meeting, local politicians 
had a lengthy discussion on 
whether or not the Ministry 
of Natural Resources (MNR) 
would be available to dis¬ 
cuss the overall benefit per¬ 
mit applied for by the Town 


at the meeting. 

Council voted in favour 
of extending an invitation to 
the party, but due to sum¬ 
mer scheduling... they will 
not be in attendance. 

“We're more than willing 
to participate, the only 
problem is none of the staff 
with a connection to this 
file are available on that 
day,” said Ian Thornton, 
planning and information 
management supervisor 
with the MNR when he 
spoke to me on Friday 
morning. 

There you go, I found the 
answer for you. 

He also said a separate 
meeting to discuss the per¬ 


mit and the Fowler's Toads, 
an endangered species that 
is a topic at the forefront of 
this issue right now, is pos¬ 
sible...but it's up to the 
Town and others at the MNR 
to work that out. 

Since there isn't another 
council meeting before the 
open house, at least we can 
be sure it won't come up 
again...like it has at the last 
two meetings. 

Over the last two weeks, 
I've heard basically the 
same question asked about 
seven or eight times, with 
the same answer every time 
around. 

I'm not saying that cer¬ 
tain councillors who 


inquired about the MNR's 
presence at the open house 
were asking an inappropri¬ 
ate question...because that 
is hardly the case. 

It's a good question and 
it would be great to have 
them at the forum because 
it would make the evening 
even more informative than 
it already will be. 

But I do get frustrated, 
when council goes around 
in circles the way it did the 
last two meetings, but espe¬ 
cially on Monday. 

Councillor Collard first 
put the invite up for discus¬ 
sion and senior staff 
responded that all council 
can do is extend an offer. 


Demanding they attend is 
not an option because its 
simply out of the local 
council's jurisdiction. 

It's a separate process 
from the site plan, which is 
the focus of the open house 
on Aug. 24. 

After this, two other 
councillors basically asked 
the same question and were 
once again given an identi¬ 
cal answer.

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Local Elvis back from famous festival

Stepping into a pair of blue 
suede shoes, and strolling 
onto a stage surrounded by a 
roaring crowd — it's some¬ 
thing Gord McNeil always 
wanted to do. 

The Fort Erie resident, who 
grew up playing guitar and 
occasionally singing with his 
friends, always wondered 
what performing on a stage 
felt like. 

At Collingwood's annual 
Elvis Festival, McNeil got his 
chance as an amateur Elvis 
Presley impersonator. He says 
the festival in Collingwood is 
the biggest Presley festival 
around, with people coming 
from all over the world. 

“I'm not an Elvis fanatic, 
but it was something on the 
bucket list I can scratch off.” 

When McNeil began prac¬ 
ticing for the festival in 
February, he only knew two 
of Presley's songs. By the time 
he hit the stage in July, the 
amateur impersonator knew 
26 songs. 

McNeil practiced for the 
competition alone in his car 


while he was driving. 

“I practiced one hour every 
day — a half hour to work, 
and a half hour on the way 
home from work. I never did 
it at home.” 

When he felt a little more 
comfortable with his voice, 
McNeil says he played a birth¬ 
day party at the Maple Lodge 
Retirement home to gain per¬ 
forming experience. 

Before McNeil hit the stage 
in Collingwood, he noticed 
the first five competitors who 
went out before him were 
wearing jumpsuits made by 
the same people that made 
Presley's jumpsuits — he says 
it was intimidating because 
he was competing against fel¬ 
low amateurs. 

“Those suits cost around 
$3,000 while I bought my cos¬ 
tume in a store for Mississauga 
for $300.” 

On stage, McNeil says his 
feelings of nervousness went 
away while he performed 
“Don't” and "Surrender.” 

"It was exciting. I thought I 
would be extremely nervous, 
but the excitement took 

Although he didn't win the 


competition, McNeil says 
being in the group of top 20 
Presley impersonators was 
good enough for him. 

Having a small taste of per¬ 
forming, McNeil says he real¬ 
ly enjoyed impersonating 
Presley — he plans to do 
again next year. 

McNeil is expecting a fol¬ 
low-up package from judges 
with his scores and com¬ 
ments from the competition 
to improve on his perfor¬ 
mance so he will be prepared 
for next year. 

He says he didn't play the 
right songs for his division 
and he wants to work on his 
costume. 

“It's definitely a learning 
process. But, some people 
told me when they closed 
their eyes, they thought they 
were actually listening to 
Elvis. ”
